TO WATCH DRAINAGE LEGISLATION. 


Executive Committee of the Tilinois 
Valley Association Holds a 
Meeting at Springfield. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 12.—[{Speciai.]—The 
Illinois Valley people are preparing to inau- 
gurate an active campaign to obtain what 
they claim as their rights in the drainage 
canal affairs. It will be their purpose, they 
say, to see that the construction of the chan- 
nel is strictly according to the law as they 
‘interpret it before any sewage is allowed to 
pasa into the Desplaines and IIImois Rivers, 
and to urge upon the State the importance 
of collecting and presenting to Congress 
such statistics and facts as may be neces- 
sary .in furtherance of the project of a deep 
waterway from Lake Michigan to the Mis- 
sissippi, and generally to assist in every way 
possible in bringing about the development 
of such a waterway. 

The members of the Executive committee 
of the Illinois Valley Association held a 
three-hours’ conference here today. There 
were present Chairman Martin Klingman, 
Peoria; Secretary R. R. Bourland, Peoria: 
J. G. Elwood, Joliet; Henry Mayo, Ottawa; 
L. B. Ray, Morris; E. J. Ward, Marseilles; 
F. W. Matthiesen, La Salle; J. M. Niehaus, 
Peoria; I. R. Brown, Havana; H. W. Rhine- 
berger, Beardstown. 

The idea of a ship canal appeared to appeal 
strongly, and this seemed to underlie the dis- 
cussion. The drainage for Chicago was con- 
sidered an incident to the plan of having a 
great connecting Waterway, and it was as- 
serted that the attitude of former Drainage 
Trustees gave grounds for fears among the 
valley people that the volume of water spec- 
ified in the original act would not be sent 
through the channel. 

The question of the bridges to be placed 
across the channel came up, and the mem- 
bers were in favor of putting in swing 
bridges so that, as they said, the course of a 
navigable channel might not be obstructed. 
The fact that fixed bridges had been con- 
tracted for was alleged to be an indication 
that the trustees had no other idea in view 
than that of providing an outlet for Chicago 
sewage. 0 

The only thing approaching formal busi- 
ness was the appointment of a Judiciary 
committee, consisting of Henry Mayo, John 
M. Niehaus, and I. R. Brown. All amend- 
ments to the drainage act will be referred 
to this committee. No legislation will be 
suggested for the present, but efforts will be 
directed towards seeing that the law is fol- 
lowed according to their interpretation.

Chicago, III., Jan. 12.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. It will not be contended that Council 
Leader Madden stood on a pinnacle of virtue 
when he permitted an ordinance to pass 
which gave the concern of which he was 
manager a quasi-monepoly of the business 
of supplying Chicago with stone for curbing.

Whoever is sent to the Senate to succeed 
Palmer should be a person whose moral 
code is superior to Madden's The new Sen- 
ator should be a man who thinks private 
legislation is dishonorable and that he ac- 
cepts a public trust hot to advance his own 
interests, but those of his constituents. 

Unless some action is taken at the present 
session relative to the Union and Central 
Pacific roads the matter will have to be 
passed on by the next Congress.

It is rarely that such a scene 
even with Chicago audiences thoroughly 
awakened, is aroused. 


Responds to Numerous Encores. 


The great artist was recalled a number of 
times and finally, on his appearance on the 
stage, was cheeréd lustily. 

Mile. Seygard was heard here for the first 
time in the Ah, Perfido aria. Her voice, 
not equally developed or without.a certain 
unwelcome quality, shows, nevertheless, the 
routine and experience of the artist and one 
who gives the impression as likely to be 
heard at best advantage in declamatory 
music.

MR. TABER AS BEATRICE 


% MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING” AT 
THE CO1IAMBIA THEATER, 


Role of the Shrewish Woman Taken 
with Pleasing Effect,’ Though if 
Anything the Character Is Made 
Teo Soft and Winning in Manner— 
Personal Charm of the Actress— 
Work of the Other Members of the 


RS. TABER added 
another and impor- 
tant character to her 


the shrewish Beat- 
rice last night at the 
Columbia. The pub- 
lic likes to see her as 
the artless Rosalind 
or the youthful Ju- 
liet, but in Beatrice 
she has a greater: 
chance of showing 
her ability as an act- 
ress in a less straightforward part, and she 
has not disappointed those who credit her 
with real histrionic ability. 

To tell the truth, it is often hard to say 
how far personal charm goes to make the 
reading of a character pleasing. After all, 
the stage has its pictorial side, and a har 
mony of color achieved by an effective dress 
with an apparently careless note of red from 
a rose fixed in the hair, and again a beau- 
tiful line of the neck displayed by a better 
dressing of the dark locks than usual, has 
a blinding effect upon the eye that is look- 
ing mainly for characterization. 


Spirit of the. Role. 


Still, leaving her personality out of the 
question, Mrs. Taber has such a consistent 
idea of the part she has to play that her 
performance could never be treated with 
indifference. As might be expected, her 
Beatrice has a more youthful and ingenuous 
air than we have usually been accustomed 
to; she is sprightly enough—far . more 
sprightly, indeed, than we had looked for— 
but if anything too soft and winning in her 
manners. 

It may seem hypercritical and ungrateful 
to ask that such manners should be modified; 
yet I imagine that Shakspeare would have 
had his Beatrice a little more curst in the 
earlier scenes. 

In the church, after the interrupted wed- 
ding, she was perhaps at her best from a 
histrionic point of view. Her grief was ex- 
pressed without undue raving and her 
womanly nature came out strongly whén 
she bade her lover straightway slay Claudio 
without another hearing and without bene- 
fit of. clergy for so cruelly slandering her 


a gentle restraint which is one of the first 
requisites of the art, and it was never better 
displayed than it was last night. 


Mr. Taber’s Benedick. 


Of Mr. Taber’s Benedick it is not easy to 
gay so much in praise, although it was a 
thoroughly finished performance. He lacks, 
however, a lightness of touch, especially in 
the earlier scenes, which is a great aid to an 
effective rendering of the part. And through- 
out the play there was a persistent slowness 
of articulation, useful at times, but apt to 
become tiresome. 
Mr. Bassett Roe was well suited with the 
part of Don Pedro, to which he lent much 
color, while Mr. Murphy was a moet com- 
mendable Claudio. For the rest of the com- 

ny, with the exception of Mr. Anson’s 

ogberry, which was extremely good, it can 
only be said that they failed.to rise above 
the level of répertoire. 

So much has been said upon the subject 
already that I have no desire to dwell too 
forcibly upon this point; but it was certain- 
ly proved conclusively last night that there 
are many drawbacks te répertoire perform- 
ances. The staging was good, the principals 
were far above the average, and the whole 
company worked intelligently, and yet the 
performance just lacked that distinction 
which was apparent in every scene in Ro- 
meo and Juliet simply because the latter 
play has been ly treated and the com- 
pany is specially fitted for the parts. 


Criticism of the Work. 


In Much Ado About Nothing the differ- 
ent members of the company didn't fall so 
readily into their respective places. ere 
were one or two HMttle hitches, there were 
weak spots in stage management, as, for in- 
stance, the dance in the second act, Which 
was a poor affair, and the whole cffect was 
inclined to be mediocre. 

I Should like to see the Tabers make a 
special effort with Much Ado,” for from 
the promise shown last night I can conceive 
Mrs. Taber taking the place of Miss Ellen 
Terry as one of the most charming Beatrices 
on the stage, and Mr. Taber’s Benedick 
only wants enlivening to be thoroughly ac- 
ceptable. 

As regards the production a word should 
be said on the subject of the singing of 
Shakspeare’s songs. Sigh No More, La- 
dies, was so badly rendered last night that 
one could readily say with Benedick that 
had a dog howled so he would have been 
hung. Perhaps the doleful wailing of the 
ditty was intended to give color to the re- 
mainder. In any caseI suppose it is thought 
necessary to have no accompaniment but 
from the tinkling instruments of the period; 
still, that is no reason in the world why they 
should be tuned to differeht keys with the 
youth singing in yet another. 

Shakspeare’s songs are generally so sing- 
able and the airs provided by the old En- 
glish songwriters are often so appropriate 
that the singing of them might well be 
made a pleasing adjunct to the general 
performance. But if they are to be mur- 
dered as Sigh No More, Ladies,“ was last

surely be better to omit them altogether.

Cardinal Gibbons takes especial 8 8 
ricanism. The coincidence 
s so marked that the suspicious might re- 
gard it as a result of design. Probably it is 
merely a natural result of the recent anti- 
Catholic spasm in certain quarters of the 
United States. Cardinal Gibbons makes 
special reference to this movement and tries 
to find a bright side to it by saying that this 
sort of thing clears the moral atmosphere. 

These ebullitions of unreasoning hatred 
toward the Catholic Church,“ he says, are 
not congenial to the American character. 
They are generally aroused and fomented 
by aliens as yet ill acquainted with our Con- 
stitution.” He regards even the fiercest 
antagonism as preferable to apathy. 

The author draws this flattering picture of 
the American people: They are gifted 
with a high order of intelligence; they are 
self-poised and deliberate: they are of indus- 
trious and temperate habits; they are frank, 
manly, and ingenuous. 
sense of justice and fair play: they are brave 
and generous; and they generally have the 
courage of their convictions. They are, 
withal, a law-abiding people.“ In short, we 
are led to infer that the only blemish on the 
Nation is that it has not as yet quite unan- 
imously subscribed to the Cardinal’s creed. 
He does not put it quite as baldly as does 
Archbishop Ireland, nor does he indulge in 
any of the St. Paul prelate’s oratorical 
flights, but he makes his point no less clear. 

The main body of the Cardinal's book is 
a clear, pious, yet almost businesslike state- 
ment of the duties, responsibi 
wards of the priest. Except on a few doc- 
trinal points like that of sacerdotal celib- 
acy, he might be addressing Protestant

preachers as well as Catholic priests. He 


compares the priest to a certain mountain 
in the land of the Cheyennes that is higher 
than all the other mountains around it. He 
reiterates the conventional doctrine of the 
divine call, and holds up as a horrible ex- 
ample a certain, divinity student who 
“frankly answered that he had a strong 
prejudice a t work, and that, therefore, 
the ministry Guited him very,well.” 

In enumera ‘ that destroy 
good feeling between priests Cardinal Gib- 
bons gives this graphic description of how 
enmities arise out of doctrinal discussions: 


The Conservative begins to call his Liberal op- 
ponent a Radical; the Liberal stamps the Conserv- 
ative a reactionary. The Conservative goes a step 
further and throws out thinly veiled hints about 
his antagonist's heterodoxy—a method of contro- 
versy which is aptly styled “ poisoning the wells.“ 
The Liberal retaliates by calling his opponent a 
fossil. The respective allies of the two com- 
batants take up the dispute and fan the fame. 
„ „ Once the discussion has drifted away into 
the open sea if promiscuous controversy it is as 
hard to lead it back to its first moorings as to 
gather up feathers scattered by the winds. 

The author warns his readers against the 
species of clannishness known as national- 
ism. “ To scorn and despise a fellow-clergy- 
man because he happens to be of a different 
nationality from ourselves is a sentiment 
as senseless as it is criminal.” He thinks, 
however, that the Catholics have betrayed 
this sectional animosity among themselves 
much less frequently than the Protestant 
denominations, and cites the hopeless divis- 
ion of certain sects during the civil war. 

Patience and study are inculcated. The 
author cites the young lawyers and doctors 
who endure years of indigence without mur- 
muring, and commends their 
young priests. He tells how 
400 times in forty days during 
paign of 1884, and edds: “ Higin 
fund of information, and his 
and felicity of expression were the recom- 
pense of close study and experience.“ The 
Cardinal has decided opinions-on the subject 
of pulpit oratory.

The publication of political 
speeches will be the rule, and that of sermons the 
exception. Scarcely one Sunday discourse out of 
500 delivered is ever reproduced in the morning 
paper. 

Divine truth, the Cardinal says, is dest 
adorned when adorned the least.” He com- 
mends intense earnestness of delivery, but 
holds that “ high-sounding phrases may 
tickle the ear and gain admiration for the 
speaker, but they will not excite compunc- 
tion of. heart in the hearers. Affectation of 
style and manner or straining for effect 
makes a preacher,unnatural and pedantic, 
It is a ery — of the pulpit.“ 

Cardinal Gibbons’ book is eminently Safe,“ 
for it ventures on no new ground. But with- 
in its limited lines it is a work of wide 
ability and culture. One of its most praise- 
worthy features is the remarkable familiar- 
ity it shows with Protestant writers and 
speakers on both sides of the Atlantic.

BS Rup A TOWN NEAR HAVANA. 
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MACEO’S CARBINE SINE SENT 10 HAVANA 


Package 8 It Aceompanies 
a Letter Describing His Death 
to a Friend in Cuba. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 12.—Advices received 
here from Havana today bring further con- 
firmation of the death of Antonio Maceo. A 
gentleman in Havana, who was an intimate 
friend of the late insurgent leader, has re- 
ceived a letter and a package from One of the 
patriot chieftains. The package contained 
Maceo’s carbine, which, in case of his death. 
he desired to be sent to the friend referred 
to. It is a Colt carbine and its number is 
11,129. The letter also furnished additional 
proof of the great ‘Insurgent leaders death. 

Gen. Weyler asserts that there are only 
500 ineurgents in Pinar del Rio; but the Cu- 
bane say that he will shortly repent having 
made such a statement. There is no doubt 
that the insurgents have suffered greatly 
from sickness and other causes, but it is 
claimed the insurgents can again concen- 
trate in large bodies, having only scattered 
into small groups. 

The Cubans expect military news of impor- 
tance shortly, as it is understood that they 
have been advised by the New York Junta 
that the moment is opportune for a coup of 
some description, which will be of impor- 
tance enough to. demonstrate that Gen. 
Weyler isenot stating the exact facts when 
he says that the Province of Pinar del Rio 
is pacified. 


CUBAN SHOT IN CABANAS FORTRESS. 


Two More to Be Disposed Of in the 
Same Manner and at the Same 
Place. 


Havana, Jan. 12.—Leo Cadio Roderiguez 
was shot at Cabanas Fortress today. 
Claudio Perez and José Perez Garcia will 
be executed in the same manner at the same 
place tomorrow. 


VATICAN SYMPATHIZES WITH SPAIN. 


Archbishop Martinelli Gives Voice to 
the Sentiment Which He Declares 
Prevails in Rome. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—-[ Special. 
Archbishop Martinelli, the new Papal dele- 
gate, while denying that he has been in 
any way instructed to act as intermediary 
between the Cubans and Spain, declares that 
the church is on the whole in favor of Spain 
as against the Cubans. In explaining the 
situation he said significantly: 

This is only natural for many reasons. 
The close connection between the govern- 
ment and people of Spain and the Vatican 
presupposes an inclination toward that side. 
The Vatican has always been in favor of es- 
tablished governments and against rebel- 
ions. Moreover, the policy of the Pope and 
of the Catholic Church has always been to- 
wards peace and quietude. Throughout the 
world, if you take the history of Rome, you 
will see that the efforts of the Popes have 
always been directed towards this end. 
I resided in Rome for thirty-six years and 
during that time there were a number of 
wars, and in each instance where the Vat- 
ican took any action it was for peace and 
quiet. The recent effort of the Holy Father 
in the Abyssinian war is another evidence 
of this. Finally, we have reason to believe 
that as far as the church itself is concerned 
we will be better treated by the Spanish 
Government in Cuba than we would be by the 
new government should the rebellion suc- 
ceed. It is sure that in case they did succeed 
a large number of the Spanish priests would 
be banished from the island, and perhaps 
much property would be destroyed or con- 
fiscated.”’ 


OLNEY AND DE LOME SPAR FOR POINTS 


Spain Does Not Wish to Appear as Ac- 
cepting the United States as 
Cuba’s Real Law-Maker. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—{Special.]— 
Secretary Olney knows that the Cubans will 
not lay down their arms at the bidding of 
Spain, or accept any promises from Spain, 
without a guarantee from the United States, 
and he is pushing Spain with great vigor to 
force from her concessions to the Cubans 
which will warrant the United States in 
stepping in as mediator and settling the 
contest. It is probably the sole ambition of 
Secretary Olney and of President Cleveland 
to close their administration with this 
achievement—to follow the arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain with another 
diplomatic negotiation of a spectacular kind. 
„But the inflexible will of Olney is opposed 
by the unconquerable conservatism and 
pride of Spain. Sefior Soler y Guardista, 
who arrived at the Spanish Legation here 
yesterday direct from Madrid, with sealed 
instructions, has brought the terms of the 
latest concessions which Spain is willing to 
grant the Cubans, provided they lay down 
their arms. These concessions are still in- 
adequate to meet the situation. Oneof them 
relates to the organization of the, Council 
of Administration. 

In the reform law of 1895, basis 2 provides 
that to qualify as a member of this body a 
Counselor must have previously served in 
some official capacity under the crown. 
Spain is now willing to remove this qualifi- 
cat and permit the election of the Coun- 
81 from among citizens, whether they 
have previously held office or not. Univer- 
sal suffrage to all bona fide citizens of Cuba 
is also to be granted, although especial pains 
will be taken to prevent the possibility of 
voting coolies. 

In the protracted interviews which Secre- 
tary Olney and Sefior de Lome have re- 
cently held each point of the reform laws 
of 1895 has been hotly contested. Secretary, 
Olney has objected most strenuously to the 
autocratic power centered in the Governor- 
General of Cuba. Sefior de Lome has in 
turn declared that the relative strength of 
Cuba's rulers is neither more nor less than 
that with which any other nation of Europe 
endows its colonial Governors. 

Minister de Lome has made one thing 
perfectly clear to Mr. Olne KN that 
in any event it would be and Spain 
alone, that would frame the —— of reforms 
in Cuba and execute them. While this 
might appear to open a wide gulf between 
the aim of Mr. Olney and the diplomacy of 
Canovas, yet the difference is largely tech- 
nical. All that Spain asks is that it shall 
not stand before the world as accepting the 
United States as the real lawmaker of Cuba.

The Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
according to a Berlin dispatch to the Stand- 
ard, thinks the European powers are not 
likely to follow the example set by Great 
Britain and the United States in thearbitra- 
tion treaty. ‘“‘ Ordinary diplomacy,” it says, 
„ill suffice to settle many disputes, while 
territorial questions are of very different 
importance to Europe than to England and 
America, who are separated by the ocean.“ 

The Boerson Courier thinks that the treaty 
imposes great obligations upon America and 
that it should in future not tolerate flli- 
bustering expeditions to Guba. 

An editorial in the Morning Post (Con- 
servative) calls attention to Art. 8 of the 
treaty, which provides for the appointment 
to a judicial officer of any particular State 
or Territory which may be involved in a 
question at issue as one of the arbitrators, 
of which the Post says:

BRISSON 18 RB-BLECTED PRESIDENT. 


Mohammedan Member Causes Much 
Comment by His Queer Actions in 
French Chamber of Deputies. 


Paris, Jan. 12.—Parliament resumed its 
sessions today. After listening to an address 
from Admiral Vallen the Senate adjourned 
until Thursday. 

The Chamber of Deputies re@lected M. 
Brisson President and also reélected the 
Vice-Presidents, M. Raymond . Poincare, 
Paul Deschanel, Sarrien, and Gustave Isam- 
bert. * 

The Mohammedan Deputy, Dr. Grenier, 
recently elected in the Radical interests to 
represent Pontarlier, was present and 
aroused ‘lively curiosity and tronical re- 
marks. He was attired in Arab costume, 
and knelt and kissed every floor as he entered 
the House. He left it towards the hour of 
ablutions, and when he emerged into the 
street he knelt, prayed, and kissed the mud- 
dy ground, to the great amusement of the 
gamins, who followed and jeered the Deputy 
on his way through the street. Dr. Grenier 
is a rigid Mussulman, and has announced 
his intention of wearing the turban and the 
burnous in the Chamber of Deputies. He 
stood for election with the title of The 
Prophet of God.“ 

He is highly educated, a skillful debater, . 
and a doctor of medicine. He never refuses 
a consultation; never accepts a fee, and 
gives largely to charity. He advocates free 
marriage and polygamy and practices all 
the Mussulman rites, including bathing 
naked in the river. His election is said to be 
due to the bad management of the Moderate 
Republican committee. 


FAMINE IS BECOMING MORE SEYERE. 


Thousands of Living Skeletons to Be 
Seen Along the Roadside 
in India. 


London, Jan. 13.—The Daily Man's Bom- 
bay correspondent reports that in all quar- 
ters the famine is daily becoming more 
severe and widespread. Heant-rending 
scenes are reported from the interior. At 
Jubbulpore men and women reduced to liv- 
ing skeletons are lying at the roadsides. It 
is believed that relief will cost the govern- 
ment $5,000,000. There are terrible scenes 
at the burial grounds of the Mohammedans, 
which are much overcrowded, and where the 
bodies of plague-stricken victims recently 
interred are dug up to make room for fresh 
arrivals. 

Lord George Hamilton, Secretary of State 
for the Indian. Department, has sent to the 
Lord Mayor the statement upon which the 
appeal for subscriptions for the relief of the 
famine sufferers in India was based. He 
says that districts with a population of 
37,000,000 will be sufferers from the famine 
until the end of March, and that it may con- 
tinue in some parts until the end of June. 
In other districts having 44,000,000 of people 
the distress may deepen with famine for a 
shorter or longer period, while 6,000,000 peo- 
ple in the native states may be victims of 
famine. The density of the famished popu- 
lation varies from 902 square mile in 
Mozofferpore and Bengal to 122 per square 
mile in Bhalagat and the centYaT provinces. 

There were 1,200,000 people on the relief 
work at the beginning of January and this 
number will certainly reach 2,000,000 and may 
exceed 3,000,000. It is estimated that the 
famine will cost the Indian Treasury at least 
£4,000,000 to , 000, 000. 

Today's cablegram from Calcutta states 
that the distress is rapidly deepening, es- 
pecially in the Bundelpund districts, where 
half the population needs relief. The Man- 
sion House relief fund amounted to nearly 
£30,000 tonight, including a donation of £250 
by the Prince of Wales and the donation by | 
the Queen of £500, which has already been 
chronicled. 


PRINCESS CHIMAY IN LIVING PICTURES 


Engaged to Appear in Tableaux 
Vivants at the Winter Garden 
in, Berlin. 


Berlin, Jan. 12.—The Princess de Chimay, 
who eloped last summer with Janos Rigo, a 
Hungarian Gypsy musician, has been en- 
gaged to appear in tableaux vivants at the 
winter garden here immediately after her 
divorce from her husband. She will be paid 
$750 a night. 


| NRWS OF THE MASSACRE CONFIRMED. 


Officials of the Niger Protectorate Be- 
lieve Not One of Consul Phillips’ 
Party Escaped. 


London, Jan. 12.—The officials of the Niger 
Protectorate confirm the news of the mas- 
gacre of Consul Phillips, Mesers. Locke and 
Campbell, Consular officers; Maj. Crawford, 
the Deputy Commissioner; Capts. Boisragon 
and Maling, officers of the Niger coast force; 
Dr. Elliott, and two civilians and a number 
of Krooman and native carriers. The offi- 
clals add that the expedition was unarmed 
and was endeavoring peacefully to enter 
Benin City with the view of opening trade re- 
lations with the inhabitants. The officials 
do not believe that a single white man of the 
party escaped. The party included 250 car- 
riers, of whom seven succeeded in escaping.

CARRIERS MAKE PREPARATIONS TO 
CUT DOWN EXPENSES. 


Strikes Are Likely to Be the Result 
and the Lake Carriers’ Association 
Has the Record of Never Losing a 
Strike—James W. Millen of Detroit 
Is Elected President Over Curt. J. 
8. Dunham of the Dunham Towing 
and Wrecking Company of Chicago 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 12.—{Special.J—The 
shadows of the great combination between 
the Carnegie and Rockefeller powers in the 
iron industry cast themselves across the 
Lake Carriers’ Association, which began its 
annual meeting here today. 

Every move in the proceedings was toward 
a reduction of expenses, directly or indi- 
rectly, in order to prepare for the survival of 
the fittest in the commercial warfare which 
will burst forth at the opening ot navigation 
next spring. Then the reduction in asso- 
ciation dues upon boats of less than 1,200 
tons from 3 to 2 cents per ton gave evidence 
that vesselmen are beginning to anticipate 
most keenly that the approaching com- 
pletion of the twenty-foot channel between 
Chicago, Duluth, and Buffalo will drive out 
of the general trade large numbers of boats 
which a few years ago were considered 
leviatbans. Today it was announced that a 
great many of them would not be fitted out 
at all next spring. They could not compete 
with the 6,000-ton carriers the shipyards are 
now building. 

Capt. Millen Made President. 
Capt. James W. Millen of Detroit was 
elected President without opposition. Capt. 
J. 3. Dunham of Chicago was made First 
Vice-President, and will succeed to- the 
Presidency next year. This wag the out- 
come of the most animated contest ever oc- 
curring in the organization. On Monday 
night it was like the eve of a great political 
convention. Both sides worked like beavers 
until long past midnight. By the peculiar 
laws and customs of the association the 
general list of officers remains the same 
from year to year, but the President is not 
eligible for reélection. It has grown to be 
considered the preéminent honor in lake 
transportation, as the association has come 
to be by far the largest and most powerful 
shipping league in the Western Hémisphere. 
It was a neck-and-neck race between the 
Detroit and Chicago candidates, and to pre- 
vent the contest ‘going into the association 
a Caucus was held this morning and a com- 
promise which placed the Detroit man in 
the chair, with Capt. Dunham next in suc- 
cession, was arrangéd. Mr. Millen was 
placed in nomination by his late opponent. 

The report of Treasurer McKay of Cleve- 
land showed a deficit of over $4,000 with 18 
cents in the treasury. Much of the deficit 
was incurred in the fight of the lake carriers 
against the bridging of the Detroit River 
by the Michigan Central. That great con- 
test in Congress, which is believed to have 
resulted in a complete victory for the asso- 
clation, has been waged for a year, and 
representatives of the shipping interests 
have been constantly in Washington. The 


defeat of the bill in the Senate is thought to 


end the fight for another seven years. Many 
lights have been maintained by the associa- 
tion pending appropriations by the General 
Government. The shipping officers of the 
association gave berths to over 22,000 men 
at a cost of 80 cents each. 


Treasurer Reports a Deficit. 


The report of Secretary Keep of Buffalo 
told of the progress of the twenty-foot chan- 
nel. At most points the work is far along, 
but at Ballard’s Reef, near the mouth of 
the Detroit River, slow progress is being 
made on account of the small appropriation 
available. It will be some years at the pres- 
ent rate of work before this spot is cleaned 
out. For new gas buoys at several points 
an appropriation of $25,000 by the govern- 
ment was asked. The report referréd to the 
large number of deaths among the leaders 
in the association during the last year. 

Formal action was no soener done than 
the move all along the line to cut down 
wages began. A committee on charges for 
shoveling grain at Buffalo was named, with 
James Corrigan of Cleveland as Chairman. 
Another committee on charges for handling 
iron ore was appointed, with M. A. Bradley 
of Cleveland as Chairman. Large reduc- 
tions in wages on the docks may follow and 
desperate strikes are not improbable. 

Gloomy for Small Vessels. 

The Committee on Membership Dues had 
an animated session, which resulted in a 
report fixing the annual tonnage tax at 
three cents per ton on vessels of over 1,200 
tons and two cents on boats less than 1,200 
tons. In the talk C. E. Benham of Cleve- 
land said it was impossible for vessels of 
less than 1,500 net tonnage to compete with 
the large carriers. They must be forced 
out of the general trade. B. L. Pennington 
of Cleveland told of the gloomy outlook, and 
said that vesselmen would have to scratch 
very hard the coming season to come out 
even. The smaller boats were discriminat- 
ed against in every way, and if their own- 
ers did not receive fair treatment they 
would not be enrolled in the association. 
James Davidson of Bay City said the im- 
provements in the channels were for the 
big boats. The smaller vessels did not need 
any more water. The outlook for business 
Was so poor that a great many will not 
go into service next spring. 

At the end of much more calamity talk 
the dues were reduced, it was declared 
the expenses pf the association must be 
lessened some $8,000 the coming year. A 
proposition to contest the erection of a 
bridge with draws 200 feet wide across the 
Niagara River, near Buffalo, was referred 
to a committee, which is considering the 
subject tonight. 

It is believed that if the lake carriers make 
a formal protest it will kill the project. The 
course of the Navy Department in trying 
to patch up the old man-of-war Michigan 
so it can last a while longer brought a strong 

rotest from W. A. Livingston of Detroit. 
Hie resolution told of the Michigan’s anti- 

quated design in hull and engines, and slow 
—— It could not overtake a freight steam- 
er, and was obsolete as a war vessel. 


Lake and Harbor Levels. 


F. J. Firth, President of the Anchor line, 
in a letter called attention to the urgent 
need of an cxhaustive investigation into 
levels of lakes and harbors, particularly in 
reference to the Chicago Drainage Canal 
and the cutting of the twenty-foot channel.

THE REPORTED GRANT OF AUTONOMY 
TO CUBA. 

The report from Madrid that Spain has 
decided to concede autonomy of the Cana- 
dian sort to Cuba may be or may not be true. 
It is at least to be taken with a grain of 
salt, for it isonly a short time ago that 
Spain emphatically declared it would not 
make such a concession. Now, however, it 
is stated unofficially that it is ready to do it 
if Cuba will pay 100 million dollars as a re- 
imbursement for the expenses of the war 
and if the United States will guarantee the 
payment. 

If autonomy similar to that enjoyed by 
Canada is granted, then Spain will send to 
Cuba a Governor-General. The island will 
have its own Parliament, whose majorities 
may overtide that official. It will ha ve its 
own local and supreme courts. Appeals 
from the decisions of the latter can be made 
to the Privy Council. It will have control 
of its own revenues. It will make its own 
tariffs, and it can discriminate against 
Spain if it so desires, as Canada can against 
Great Britain. It would haveits own army 
and would have control of it. While Spain 
could insist upon having imperial stations 
in Cuba as Great Britain has in Canada, in 
reality there would be no necessity for the 
insistence. Of course Cuba could not make 
arrangements of any kind with foreign 
powers any more than Canada can. 

But, assuming this report to be correct, if 
the United States is going to guarantee 100 
millions of Cuban bonds, then it certainly 
must insist upon having in effect the control 
of Cuba. In such case it would have to ex- 
tend a protectorate over Cuba until the 
money was paid. And all that this would 
amount to would be the construction of a 
toboggan which would accelerate and ease 
the slide of Cuba into the Union. However 
this may be, if such an arrangement as 
Canadian autonomy could be conceded to 
Cuba it would be infinitely better than any 
form of gévernment it has previously had. 
If it had been granted after the ten years’ 
revolution there would have been no war 
now. 

It would also be better for Spain if it 
would put its silly pride in its pocket and 
give Cuba autonomy or even absolute inde- 
pendence on condition of the payment of 100 
million dollars, which would help reimburse 
Spain for the expenses of the war and also 
enable it to get on a better footing with its 
Then it should consent 
to American possession and administration 
of the island until the money was paid. It 
is an open question, of course, whether the 
Cuban. insurgents would accept the pro- 
posed autonomy, but they would if they 
were wise. They should recognize that 
such a guaranty would be tantamount to ip- 
dependence. It w ould withdraw the Span- 
ish forces from the island and would place 
the Cubans in a position where, if they 
wanted actual independence, they could se- 
cure it much more easily than they can now. 
At all events their acceptance would put an 
end to the existing condition of things. 
There would be no more war and no more 
murdérs of pacificos by the butcher Weyler. 
There would be a chance for the prosperity 
of the island to reassert itself. So if such 
terms are offered they should accept them. 
Practically it would give them what they 
ask, for the step from autonomy to inde- 
pendence is always a short one. 

It is in view of this fact THe TRIBUNE is 
inclined to doubt the truth ef the Madrid 
report, because Spain knows that auton- 
omy being granted the insurgents would not 
be contented with Spanish supervision of 
any sort. Once having control of their local 
affairs, having their own courts and their 
own army, they would seize upon the first 
pretext to declare their independence, and 
they would s; peedily achieve it.

THE TARIF*S HEARINGS ENDED. 

The Committee on Ways and Means has 
closed its tariff hearings... As the main ob- 
ject of the Dill it intends to draft is to sup- 
ply more revenue the committee must 
have been affected unpleasantly by the fact 
that hardly one of the representatives of 
industries who came before them had the 
question of government revenue in mind. 

Men appeared at*the hearings who de- 
manded higher duties than those which 
the McKinley law gave them. They asked 
for duties in some instances which would 
have béen prohibitory and thus have cut 
off revenue. Some of these men spoke on 
behalf of industries which are controiled 
by illegal trusts. 
“demanded” in those instances so that 
foreign importations might be cut off ut- 
terly and the consumers be left at the 
mercy of the trusts, to be worse robbed by 
them than at present. 

The members of the committee must 
have been pained when they heard so many 
persons asking for something which would 
swell their personal revenues while adding 
nothing to those of the government. They 
do not seem to think that it needs more 
money. 

The most sensible proposition offered the 
committee was made on the last day of the 
hearings by the representative of a Chicago 
commercial house. His advice was inod- 
eration in the tariff and specific duties. 


As an average an ad valorem duty of 50 per 
cent yielded but 35 per cent. The bulk of the lin- 
porting trade was in the hands of foreign 
facturers, who were able to sell goods here Pre. 
er than his firm could land them in New York. 
The paragraph allowing duties equal to the man- 
nfacturers’ cost, plus 8 per cent, was the most 
disadvantageous to Americans under the system of 
; consignment. In many instances the firm found 
it cheaper to buy goods of consignees on this side 
than to buy them abroad.

DOUBLE CAUSE ron REJOICING. 

John R. Tanner was inaugurated as Gov- 
ernor of Illinois with a splendor and pomp 
almost if not quite unprecedented in the 
history of the State. Residences and busi- 
ness houses at the capital were adorned 
with streaming embleme of patrictism, the 
streets were thronged with an arnry of 


1 holiday-makers, and when the carriage con- 


taining the new Chief Executive passed 
along to the State House there were cheers 
of enthusiasm and delight. Behind him in 
serried columns marched the military and 
civic organizations, forming a procession 
of notable grandeur. The festival spec- 
tacle gave place for a brief period to the 
solemn function of administering the oath 
of office, but it broke out again in gréater 
splendor and enthusiasm in receptions, con- 
gratulations, and a general exhibition of 
joy when the serious moment had passed 
and ended in the gala ball in the evening. 

Why was this inaugural occasion so con- 
spicuous for its splendor? Why did the 
people infuse into the ceremony such an 
excess of enthusiasm as to eclipse all past 
events of the same character? Because 
the day marked not only the inauguration 
of a Governor but the removal of a baneful 
incubus. The unprecedented exultation of 
the populace was due to the final passing 
of Altgeld. For four years the peopie of 
Illinois had been forced to endure this Ex- 
ecutive monstrosity. They had seen him 
grow in the stature of an Anarchist—and 
suffered in agony and wounded State pride 
from the blows he rained on the reputa- 
tion of the Commonwealth. They were 
humiliated before the Nation as this man 
heaped up the abuses of his power, and yet 
were helpless to alleviate their chagrin. 
Their first chance even to protest in a gen- 
eral way came in 1894, and then they 
showed by a vast majority against Alt- 
geldism how they longed for the day to 
come when their votes could throw the in- 
terloper out of the State Capitol. He was 
safe then for another two years, but at 
last they have rolled around and gone and 
Altgeld with them. 

How the people rallied to the polls to ex- 
press their aversion for this demagogue!

WHY ALTGELD WAS NOT RECOGNIZED 

It appears from the report of the pro- 
ceedings of the joint session of the General 
Assembly on Monday that the first business 
transacted was the taking of the oath of 
office by Capt. Tanner. Thereupon he be- 
came Governor, and Altgeld, who was 
present, ceased to be Governor and becume 
a private citizen. 

Gov. Tanner having been sworn in a mo- 
tion was made, but not entertained, that 
after Gov. Tanner had read his inaugural 
Mr. Altgeld should be invited to deliver a 
parting address to the joint session. The 
reading of the inaugura] address having 
been finished a motion to adjourn was made 
and carried before the motion that Mr. Alt- 
geld favor the company with a few melan- 
choly remarks could be renewed. 

Some individuals complain that Altgeld 
was not accorded civil treatment and that 
he should have been allowed to recite his 
piece, which was mainly a rehash of his 
address on “the mission of a minority 
party,” delivered at the free silver banquet 
last week. 

It is difficult to see what cause for com- 
plaint Altgeld can have under the cir- 
cumstances. If, after the joint session 
had met, and before Tanner had tuken 
the oath of office, Altgeld, being still 
Governor of Illinois, had attempted to“ im- 
prove the oceasion and address an audi- 
ence composed mainly of Republicans, it 
would have been discourteous to shut him 
off. 

That was not the state of affairs, however. 
Altgeld's friends did not try to get a hear- 
ing for him until after he had gone out of 
office and become plain Mr. Altgeld. After 
that happy transformation had come about 
it was clearly improper for Altgeld to apen 
his mouth. 

After Tanner took the oath of office Alt- 
geld. became a mere untitled member of the 
minority party, who should have deemed 
himself fortunate to be allowed to have a 
comfortable seat where he could hear every 
word of his successor’s inaugural. 

Altgeld should not grumble. His vocal 
chords were spared the wear and teur of 
reading an address. The papers kindly 
gave him leave to print it, though undeliv- 
ered. It has been given more conspicuity 
than if he had had his own way and read it. 
The incident has served also to Reep Altgeld 
before the public a day longer than would 
have been the case otherwise. That ought 
to please him. 


Tue recent action of the New York State 
Board of Regents in restricting the confer- 
ring of college degrees may well be imitated 
in other States wherever possible. No uni- 
versity or college in New York can now con- 
fer the degrees of Ph. D. or B. A. as honorary 
degrees. They cannot be obtained as former- 
ly by men who have not taken the rigorous 
course of study usually required by these de- 
grees. As far as the institutions of the State 
are concerned, these degrees will represent 
both actual work and residence. No other 
honorary degrees can be conferred by institu- 
tions whose standards do not insure a fair 
probability that the honors are deserved. 
Moreover, the terms college and uni- 
versity are prohibited except where their 
use is sanctioned by the regents, so that 
the various business colleges and other spe- 
cial institutions of that character will be 
forced to change their distinguishing name 
to school. This is a move in the right di- 
rection. The tendency has been for minor 
institutions to encroach on the dignity of 
actual colleges and universities by stealing 
a name that conveys a false impression. A 
similar laxity has sprung up in the indis- 
criminate conferring of honorary degrees. 
New York has called a halt and other States 
should follow the lead. 
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THE Treasury deficit for the first five busi- 
ness days of January has been near- 
ly $90,000 a day: Yet President. Cleve- 
land assured Congress in his last message 
that there was no need of revenue legislation. 
His Secretary of the Treasury has expressed 
himself to the same effect. It is fortunate 
that President McKinley is to take charge 
of national affairs soon.

He proposes to turn 
over to McKinley the Cuban question, which 
should have been settled a year ago, and also 
a nasty deficit in the revenues. Whether 
Cleveland and Carlisle could have induced a 
rebellicus Senate to legislate on the revenue 
yuestion is uncertain.

High-Power Russian Guns. 

A recent experiment with armor plating 
in Russia presents features of rather more 
than usual interest. The Russian Govern- 
ment some time ago ordered from Messrs. 
Krupp of Essen some 10-inch Harveyed steel 
plates for the protection of the turrets of two 
ironclad vessels, the Petropaviovsk and the 
Sevastopol, now in course of construction. 
One of these plates was selected for trial, 
and the experiments were carried out at the 
polygon at Okhta. To test the plate two 
rounds of steel armor-piercing projectiles, 
made at. the government arsenal at Perm, 
were fired from an 8-inch gun of 35 calibers 
length, witha striking velocity of not exceed- 
ing 2,300 feet-seconds. Slight depressions of 
about five inches in depth were formed in 
the exterior surface of the plate, the bodies 
of the projectiles breaking up on impact and 
leaving the heads wel into these depres- 
slons; but no cracks were develo in the 
plates. These results were deemed ve

Thecontempt wasin the refusal of 
the men to turn over to Paul O. Stensland, 
George A. Schilling, and George M. Emrick, 
receivers appointed by Judge Payne for the 
International Building, Loan and Investment 
Unton, certain assets of the union now in 
their possession. 

It was further ordered by the court that 
Bradwell and Furlong turn over to Judge 
Payne’s receivers by next Friday all assets 
belonging to the union or stand committed 
to jail. 

Justice Bradwell and his associate gave 
notice of an appeal. They were given until 
Friday to perfect. their appeal bonds and 
were released on their own recognizance in 
bonds of $1,000 each. f 

Justice Bradwell and James Furlong are 
the receivers appointed to take charge of the 
affairs of the disorgantzed International 
Building, Loan and Investment Union by 
Judge Hanecy of the Circuit Court. 

When Justice Bradwell and James Fur- 
long appeared before Judge Payne yester- 
day afternoon his Honor said: 


It is the opinion of the court that your 


refusal to obey an order issued by this court 
placed you both in contempt, and this fact 
has been duly considered. What is the value 
of the assets of the union now in your pos- 
session?“ 

Judge Hanecy’s receivers said that $300 
would about coverthe value.

Commissioner Kerr Gives Notice That 
Omectal Order Cards May Be Se- 
cured on Application. 


The Health Department yesterday issued 
the following notice relative to expectora- 
tion in public places: 

“The order of the Department of Health 
forbidding spitting on the floors of public 
places and of public conveyances is issued 
in conformity with Chap. VII. of the mu- 
nicipal code of the City of Chicago, which 
makes it the duty of the Commissioner of 
Health ‘to take such measures, and to do 
and order, and cause to be done, such acts 
for the preservation of the public health as 
he may, in good faith, declare the public 
safety and health demand.’ 

“ Sec. 1,498 of the code provides that any 
person who refuses or negiects to obey any 
of the rules, orders, or sanitary regulations 
of the Department of Health, or who omits, 
neglects, or refuses to comply with, or who 
resists any officer, or order, or special regu- 
lation of said Department of Health, shall, 
upon conviction, be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $200 nor less than $10 for each 
offense.’ 

The testimony of the medical profession 
is conclusive as to public expectoration be- 
ing a means of conveying disease and the 
testimony of the decent citizen is equally 
conclusive as to its being a filthy nuisance, 
Its abatement may be secured by the co- 
operation of the decent citizen and of rail- 
way managements, hotel proprietors, and 
others having authority and control over 
public buildings of every description. 

The official order cards will be supplied 
on and after Monday, Jan 18, on writ- 
ten request addressed to the Secretary of 
the department, specifying the number re- 
quired and agreeing to display them promi- 
nently in suitable places.

State’s-Attorney Deneen and Judge 


WTERESTED ROADS ADOPT A PLAN 
FOR ST. CHARLES LINE, 


Officials Accept the Santa Fe Modified 
Scheme and Submit It to the Mayor, 
Whe Approves and Requests Them 
to Draw Up an Appropriate Ordi- 
nance at Once—Details for Abolish- 
ing the Crossing at Clark and Six- 
teenth Streets. 


The officials of the railroads intersecting 
Clark and Sixteenth streets have agreed 
upon a plan for abolishing the grade-cross- 
ing at that point, and for the elevation of 
the St. Charles Air Line tracks from the 
lake to Clark street. 

For nearly two years the city has been 
fighting to have these tracks put in the air 
and the grade-crossing abolished. A dozen 
plans have been prepared and rejected. A 
week ago Mayor Swift notified the roads 
that unless they came to some agreement 
in regard to the matter the Council would 
be asked to pass the O'Neill track elevation 
ordinance at its next meeting. 

The railroad officials held several confer- 
ences last week in regard to the matter, and 
yesterday reached a decision by adopting 
what is known as the Santa Fé modified 
plan. J 

Then a- committee of railroad engineers 
having the matter in charge called om Mayor 
Swift and Chairman O'Neill of the Council 
Committee on Track Elevation and an- 
nounced that they had reached an agree- 
ment. The Mayor inspected the plan and 
requested the officials to.draft an ordinance 
in accordance therewith at once, for presen- 
tation to the proper Council committee. 

The plan provides for the elevation of the 
St. Charles Air Line tracks fourteen feet, 
from the lake to Clark street, with subways 
at Indiana, Michigan, Wabash avenues, and 
State and Dearborn streets. Every alley 
along the route will be kept open, and the air 
line track will pass beneath the structure of 
the Alley L' road. 

At Sixteenth and Clark streets the tracks 


Clark street will be kept open by meansof a 
viaduct ten feet above its present level. 
The Lake Shore and Rock Island tracks 


St. Charles Air Line at the new grade over 
the viaduct. The St. Charles Air Line tracks 
will be diverged about 120 feet south of their 
present location. 

Engineer Doren of the Chicago and West- 
ern indiana told the Mayor thatall the roads 
interested were willing to begin work under 
the plan as soon as practicable, and that a 
suitable ordinance would be drafted within 


Chairman O'Neill said: ; 

It is worth $1,000,000 to the city to have 
those tracks elevated. The grade-crossing 
at Sixteenth and Clark streets is the most 
dangerous in the city. Hundreds of lives 
have been sacrificed there during the last 
few years. I have been fighting for years 
to have those tracks put in the air. The 
plan agreed upon is practicable, and it ap- 
pears that the entire matter has been set-

' MAY FIGHT IN NEVADA. 


LATEST RUMOR ANENT THE COR- 
BETT-FITZSIMMONS MILL. 


Report Comes from Carson City That 
Dan Stuart Has Selected That Place, 
Has Had the Grouiid Surveyed, and 
Secured a Pledge of Non-Interfer- 
ence by Paying a Heavy License— 
Laws of That State Do Not Prohibit 
‘Such Sport. 


Many and wild have been the guesses made 
by followers of pugilism as to where the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons battle for the world’s 

onship is to be fought, and profound 

is the mystery which Dan Stuart, the Texan, 
preserves regarding the locality he has se- 
‘ Jected for the great mill. Things will leak 
out, however, and a story bearing many of 
the ear-marks of truth which comes from 
out Nevada way says Lanky Bob and 
Pompadour Jim will meet in a ring to be 
pitched at Carson City, the capital of Ne- 
vada, and located only a few miles from 
Virginia City and the famous Comstock lode. 

This story even goes so far as to say Stuart 
has entered into a definite agreement with 
the Nevada State authorities whereby he 
is to pay some thousands of dollars as li- 
cense money for the privilege of pulling off 
the fight without interference by the officials 
and that the ground on which the spectators’ 
pavilion is to be erected as already been 
surveyed. 

The report from Carson City is based on 
actual circumstances which make it by far 
the most plausible of those which have been 
set afioat by the persons who believe them- 
selves capable of antfcipating Stuart's plans. 


Slips Down to Carson City. 


Something more than two months ago 
Stuart made a trip to San Francisco. Why 
he wert there nobody knew, and Stuart gave 
no reason for his presence there. He did 
not remain long, and started for the East 
over the Central Pacific. His actions after 
leaving San Francisco would indicate that 
his visit to that place was merely a blind. 
At Reno, Nev., the entrance to the Comstock, 
he changed cars and ran down to Carson 
City. There he sought out Attorney-General 
Beatty; who has since died, and held several 
secret cousultations with him, Stuart re- 
mained in Carson City for several days, and 
just before leaving engaged the services of 
A surveyor, with whom he went to the Car- 
gon City race track. Inside the track in- 
closure they surveyed and staked off ground 
for a large building. 

A reputable man of Nevada, who was a 
close personal friend of Beatty, says he held 
@ conversation with the late Attorney-Gen- 
eral before the latter was taken sick, and 

Was informed by him that at Stuart’s request 
he had carefully gone through the laws of 
the State to ascertain if there was anything 
in the books prohibiting prize fighting, but 
had failed to find a single word that could be 
construed as forbidding the sport. 

With this knowledge, Beatty said, Stuart 
went to the proper State officials, who were 
advised by Attorney-General Beatty, and 
asked for an ironclad license that would 
permit him to bring off the next champion- 
ship fight in the State without possibility of 
interference. 

Price for a License Is Fixed. 

The officials saw no objection to doing so 
in case the revenue to be derived by the State 
Was sufficient, and a price was fixed. Mr. 
Beatty did not make kno the figure. 

The articles for the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight had not been signed or even drawn up 
at the time Stuart was carrying on these 
negotiations, but Stuart was then bidding 
for a finish go between Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons. 

It is doubtful if Nevatia’s Chief Executive 
will take the same view of matters pugilistic 
as did Gov. Matthews of Indiana. The pop- 
ular feeling toward prize-fights is different 
in Nevada from what it is in Indiana. In 
fact, in many ways Nevada today is the 
Nevada that Bret Harte described.

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PLEADS FOR HIS HONOR. 


SENSATIONAL SCENE IN THE Hous# 
OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Congressman Johnson of California 
Replies to a Speech Which Mr. Ma- 
gwtire Had Inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record—He Acknowledges 
Committing Forgery When Young, 

but Has Lived It Down—To Expunge 
the Speech from the Record, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12. — The House 


today witnessed a sensational sequel to the 


remarkable attack made by Mr. Johnson of 
California on Editor Hearst. 

Mr. Johnson and Mr. Maguire (Dem., Cal.) 
were the antagonists today. Their wordy 
duel grew out of the publication in the Con- 
gressional Record, as a part of Mr. Maguire's 
remarks, commenting on the former's 
speech last week, in which Mr. Maguire de- 
fended Mr. Hearst, and without the mention 
of Mr. Johnson’s name detailed some matters 
in the early life of the latter when he re- 
sided in Syracuse, N. Y. 

Mr. Johnson got the floor on a question of 
privilege. He was at times dramatic. He 
denounced Mr. Maguire’s attack on him as 
wanton and cowardby, and told the story of 
his indictment thirty-four years ago in New 
York for forgery, and how he had gone out 
to California to rear anew home and make a 
new name. He described his success, and 
how he had been able to pay back every dol- 
lar he owed. He then explained that all 
this was an old story in California, where he 
had always avowed it when he ran for of- 
fice, 

Then with bitter invective he paid his re- 
spects to Mr. Maguire and Mr. Cooper of 
Wisconsin, who last week characterized his 
attack on Mr. Hearst as cowardly. 

living Down the Past. 

It is,“ Mr. Johnson said, just as well 
for me to face this matter now as later, and 
meet the cowardly insinuations 
against me at the dictation of William R. 
Hearst. It is true that thirty years ago I 
was in trouble in New York, that I was in- 
dicted, that I went to California to rear a 
new home and live down the past; but it is 
untrue that I went under an assumed 


name.“ a ‘ 

He went on to describe how he had 
worked in Sacramento to make amends for 
the past. His voice shook as he told how 
„by the blessings of God and the h@ip of his 
good wife,“ he had at last been able to pay 
back every dollar of what he owed. 

The House greeted him with hearty ap- 
pla use. 

Continuing. he told how ever since 1870 
he had returned each year to Syracuse and 
had been received there at the scene of his 
youthful indiscretion. He told of the honors 
he had been accorded in California, where 
the story was known. 

I tell this,“ he said, to show that I am 
not ashamed of my life—that I have not 
concealed thig, blot upon it; can every man 
in this House and this country say as much? 
In Sacramento I have built up a name anda 
fame any man might be proud of.“ 


Appeal to the House. 


In a @Gramatié way Mr. Johnson appealed 
to the chivalry of the members from the 
South, whether their constituents would not 
tell them to requdiate such attacks on a 
brother member. Then in an equally dra- 
matic manner he turned to the Republican 
side and appealed to those from the North, 
He appealed to the patriarch of the House, 
Mr. Grow of Pennsylvania, to know whether 
in all his experience he had known a man 
to be attacked in such an indecent, unj@t, 
unmanly way. In conclusion he said: 

There is a statute of limitations in every 
civilized nation against crime. Is it right 
to go back thirty-four years and unlock the 
secret chambers and bring out the skeletons 
ef my past and shake them before the peo- 
ple? To forever throw at a man the follies 
and crimes of his youth? Should there not 
be a statute of limitations against this? O, 
may the day come in this Nation when men 
will be judged solely by their acts in the 
present, and no man, no newspaper, will 
delve into his past and bring sorrow to his 
wife, his children, and to the gray hairs he 
has earned in building up a good name.“ 

There was deep silence when Mr. Maguire 
rose to reply. He replied to Mr. Johnson in 
a sarcastic vein. He told how he had at- 
tempted to secure time to reply to Mr. John- 
son during the debate, but had been unable 
to do so, and how he had printed his defense 
of a man unable to secure a hearing for him- 
self. He sneered at Mr. Johnson for whin- 
ing because his attack went home to him, 
and said he should have thought of the grief 
and anguish he was bringing to another be- 
fore he assailed Mr. Hearst. 

Expunged from the Record. 

Mr. Poole of New York, who represents 
the Syracuse District, made a brief state- 
ment in vindication of Mr. Johnson. His 
motion to expunge Mr. Maguire’s remarks 
from the Record was adopted after Mr. Mc- 
Millin had ineffectually attempted to delay 
action, but a similar tion to expunge Mr. 
Johnson’s remarks about Mr. Hearst was 
defeate . 

This incident overshadowed interest in the 
House proceedings. Just before the adjourn- 
ment, however, Speaker Reed announced 
the committee appointments made vacant 
by the death of ex-Speaker Crisp, which 
have caused so much speculation. Mr. Bai- 
ley of Texas was appointed to the vacancy 
on the Rules committee and Mr. Boatner of 
Louisiana to that on the Ways and Means. 

Early in the day the Speaker sustained 
the point of order against the motion to re- 
commit the Pacific funding bill. 


TO ABRIDGE DRY SENATORIAL TALK. 


Senator Platt Wants the Speeches in 
the Congressional Record Se- 
verely Blue-Penciled. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Specigl. I 
Senator Platt has offered a resolution in- 
structing the Committee on Rules to report 
upon some scheme for condensing the re- 
ports of debates as printed in the Congres- 
sional Record. In the opinion of members 
of the Senate this is the only feasible meth- 
od, short of a complete revision of the rules, 
of cutting down the tiresome speeches which 
not only load up the Record but prevent 
action on public business in the Senate. 
Sentiment in the Upper House of Congress 
is hardly yet ripe for the application of the 
previous question, to say nothing of the 
iron-clad rules which have been so success- 
fully utilized to puncture the wind-bags in 
the House. Under the present system in the 
Senate members of that body are absolutely 
independent of the topic under considera- 
tion. Senator Blank arises in his seat some 
day during the morning hour and announces 
in an off-hand manner that on such and such 
a succeeding day he will submit some re- 
marks on some particular question in 
which he is interested. It does not at all 
follow that the matter ts really before the 
Senate, but the Senator has studied up on the 
subject, and on the appointed day proceeds 
to unfurl has positions and oppositions for 
a few hours, more or less.

This results in clearing the galleries in- 
variably, but the next day’s Record con- 
tains a full report of the speech, and thou- 
sands and thousands of copies are mailed 
to unsuspecting constituents, who fondly 
imagine that their Senatordelivered himself 
to a crowded house and was not interrupted 
because his arguments were so utterly un- 
answerable. If speeches in the Record could 
be limited to a column or two, or even a page 
or two, the fossils in the Upper House would 
never think of making the dreary crations 
to empty benches, for the sole purpose of 
these speeches is to secure abundant space 
in the Congressional Record for consumption 
at home. It is doubtful if Senator Platt’s 
resolution will ever be acted upon, but if a 
limit of space could be adopted or a good 
managing editor elected, with full power to 
act, the capacity of the United Staies Sen- 
ate for the transaction of public business 
would be increased at least a thousand fold.

Telegrams from Dover today stated that 
petitions were being eirculated among the 
members of the last Legislature requesting 
the United States Senate to reopen the Du- 
pont case. 

There is a good deal more in this move 
than is generally understood. For some 
time negotiations have been on foot in the 
Senate looking to a reopening of the case. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Dupont 
claimed his election from Delaware because 
he held a clear majority of the active mem- 
bers of the Legislature, but was deprived 
of a certificate of election because of the 
unprecederited procedure of the acting Gov- 
ernor, who claimed the right also to sit in 
the joint convention at its final session, when 
Dupont's election was assured by a majority 
of one vote. When the matter came up in 
the United States Senate it was decided by 
a vote of 31 to 30 that Dupont was not reg- 
ularly elected, and that a vacancy existed 
from the State of Delaware. 

Since that time, it is said, at least one 
member of the Senate has changed his 
mind, after looking over the evidence, and 
has come to the conclusion that Dupont was 
elected. This member, it is believed, did not 
actually vote against Dupont, but was paired 
against him, so that if the matter could be 
brought up again he might vote to seat the 
Delaware Senator on the theory that he had 
not understood the case at first, and had 
not been present in the Senate when de- 
cided. 

* 2 


The Democrats have taken the stand that 
the Delaware seat is bound by the principles 
of res adjudicata, which in plain English is 
the principle that the matter has been final- 
ly settled by the vote of the Senate. Recent- 
ly the Republican members of the Senate 
have been getting their arguments to upset 
the theory that a vote once taken on an eleca- 
tion case is decisive, and these arguments 
are being prepared for the express purpose 
of bringing up the Delaware case once more. 

If one Senator has changed his mind, as 
is whispered about the committee rooms, the 
effect will be of great importance if a vote 
can be force again. As matters now stand 
in the next Senate the Republicans have an 
assurance of forty-three members, on the 
theory that a Republican will be returned 
from Kentucky. If Pritchard is elected in 
North Carolina and Dupont is seated from 
Delaware it will give them exactly half of 
the Senate, and Vice-President Hobart would 
have the casting vote, thus insuring the con- 
trol of the Senate to the Republicans for two 
years tocome. This move, if it could be ac- 
complished, would be of immense importance 
to the next administration, as it would in- 
sure the passage of the tariff bill without 
embarrassing concessions with the free sil- 
ver Republicans.

The Democrats in the Sate are much torn 
up over the move openly made in Delaware, 
and they say they have received intimations 
that the Republicans will endeavor to re- 
open the case at the present session. The 
Democratic leaders threaten to hold up all 
the appropriation bills and other general 
legislation until they receive assurances 
that no tricks will be attemptedin regard to 
the Delaware vacancy. 

The best lawyers in the Republican side 
hold that as the Senate is judge of the quali- 
fications of its members it can reopen an 
election case at any time, just as a court 
could grant a new trial, and if the rumor 
of the change of heart on the part of one 
Senator, who is generally supposed to be 
Jones of Nevada, shall prove true, the Dela- 
ware case may come to the front in a short 


time. 
* * 


Senator Vest was present at the meeting 
of the Finance committee today, when it 
was decided to report favorably the nomina- 
tion of Secretary Francis of the Interior De- 
partrhent. No opposition to this course was 
manifested by the Missouri Senator, but he 
remarked when the matter came before the 
Senate in executive session he would have 
something to say on this nomination. It is 
the opinion of those conversant with the 
facts in regard to this matter that opposi- 
tion to it has petered out, and while there 
may be some djscussion behind closed doors 
the nomination will be confirmed by a decis- 


ive majority.

POLITICAL SPARRING IN THE SENATE.

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NEW POSTAL OFFICE NOW 


STATION TO BE PLACED IN UNION DE- 
POT WITHIN THIRTY DAYS. 


Nearly One-Third of the Mail Matter 
Handled in Chicago Passes Over the 
Roads Entering There and the Re- 
sult of the New Pian Is to Be Ap- 
parent in a Saving of Two to Three 
Hours’ Time in Delivery—Other 
Ideas. 


Postmaster Hesing’s visit to Washington 
has brought out the order establishing the 
Union Depot Postal Station. The order was 
issued yesterday at Washington for the im- 
mediate establishment of the station. The 
railroad companies owning the Union Sta- 
tion will be notified of the order, and the 
preparations for the housing of the station 
on the depot grounds will begin in a day or 
two. Postal officials say the station will be 
opened within thirty days. 

The new station will be the largest branch 
of the postal service outside of the general 
office on the Lake-Front. Its inception will 
mark an advance in the delivery of mail 
hardly dreamed of a year ago. The district 
of the station will be bounded by State and 


* Halsted streets, the river and Polk street. 


It will serve all the office buildings down- 
town. It will reach all of the great whole- 
sale houses and newspaper and publication 
oflices. 

Mail coming into the Union Depot over the 
Pennsylvania, Chicago, . Burlington and 
Quincy, Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
and the Alton systems will be delivered from 
one to two hours in advance of the present 
time. The same will be true of the dispatch 
of mails over the various systems. Newspa- 
pers will be able to send their editions in- 
tended for towns along these lines direct 
to the Union Depot Statton and may give 
their subscribers the benefit of later editions. 

As 30 per cent of the mail received and dis- 
patched at the Chicago Postoffice is handled 
over the lines at the Union Depot the benefit 
of the new station becomes apparent. Dis- 
patches of through mail will be made direct 
from the station to the other railroad sta- 
tions. 

The station will require the work of 100 
carriers and collectors and fifty clerks. The 
employés will be taken from the General 
Postoffice and Station C on the West Side, 
whose districts will contribute to the terri- 
tory of the new station. 

The recommendation for the establishment 
of the station was made several months ago, 
and grew out of the study of the down-town 
conditions after the removal of the general 
office to the Lake-Front. 

Postmaster Hesing announces that his 
ideas about the arrangement of the new Fed- 
eral Building were indorsed by the bureau in 
charge at a conference held yesterday. This 
gives the Postoffice Department sole use of 
the first and second floors and places the 
elevators for the upper floors at the ends of 
the four wings, leaving the central space 
open for the connection between the various 
departments of the Postoffice. 


HESING CONDEMNS CHAIRMAN LOUD. 


Says He Wants to Run All Postofiices 
like the San Francisco 
Office. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[{Special.}— 
One of the most important results accom- 
plished during my present visit to Washing- 
ton,“ said Postmaster Hesing, is the sanc- 
tioning by the Postmaster- General of a 
proposition to establish a substation in the 
Union Depot at Chicago.“ 

These remarks were addressed to the 
members of the Congressional delegation 
from Chicago, Messrs. Belknap, Cooke, Foss, 
and Woodman, who had congr ted in the 
Committee of Accounts room, where Con- 
gressman Frank Aldrich presides as Chair- 
man when he is at the Capitol. It was the 
desire of the Chicago Postmaster to impress 
upon his auditors the necessity for standing 
by the Postoffice Department in any ar- 
rangements or estimates that might be sub- 
mitted in the forthcoming postal appropria- 
tion bill, and particularly with a view to in- 
creasing the facilities for quick and accurate 
transportation of the United States mails 
through Chicago. Consequently the Post- 
master from Chicago was given an attentive 
hearing, only being interrupted when some 
member of the Congressional ‘delegation 
needed to be enlightened upon some detail 
connected with the work of this office. 

“Another point scored in our favor,” con- 
tinued Postmaster Hesing, relates to the 
plans for the public building which have 
been prepared by Special Architect Cobb. It 
was settled at the Postoffice Department to- 
day by the members of the commission ap- 
pointed by the Postmaster-General that the 
tirst and second floors of the new structure 
will be given up exclusively to the needs of 
the Chicago Postoffice. There will be a 
change in the arrangement of the four ele- 
vators, too, so as to avoid coming in conflict 
with the work of the Postoffice, and instead 
of these elevators being placed in the center 
of the building they will be put in corners, 
where they will be easy of access to the pub- 
lic, but. no inconvenience to the employés of 
the Postoffice. This was a valuable con- 
cession, and my successor in the office of 
Postmaster will find it a decidedly ad- 
vantageous arrangement for all interested. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the 
necessity for providing additional carriers 
for the Chicago office, and when this matter 
comes before Congress it is the earnest wish 
of all practical Postoffice officials that there 
will be no cut permitted in the estimates 
submitted by the Postmaster-General for the 
free delivery service. Out of the half-million 
dollars estimated to be necessary for the pay 
of additional letter carriers $350,000 will be 
necessary to carry out the ideas of promot- 
ing carriers to the $600, $800, and $1,000 
classes. This will leave only $150,000 to be 
distributed throughout the United States for 
the employment of additional letter carriers, 
and Chicago will undoubtedly get a few of 
these under the new apportionment. We 
could readily avail ourselves of the services 
of seventy-five additional carriers at this 
moment, and we cannot stand the loss of a 
single one of the 1,006 carriers and 1,300 


clerks borne on the rolls of the Chicago 


Postoffice. For reasons that are obvious 
to all who have ever had any dealings with 
our office we cannot stand any cut in car 
fare, horse hire, or canceling machines. 
Chairman Loud of the Postoffice com- 
mittee thinks that Chicago’s postal business 
can be transacted on the same lines with 
that of San Francisco, where only two can- 
celing machines are used, and he has not 
hesitated to say so. In the course of a two 


hours’ conversation with him at the Arling- | 


ton Hotel Sunday afternoon he told me that 
when the postoffice appropriation bill came 
up for consideration he would move a reduc- 
tion of at least 25 per cent in the number 
of canceling machines used by the big offices 
of this country. He did not scem to think 
there was any necessity for using more than 


two score of these machines in the Chicago 


office, and was incredulous when I told him 
we could not stand the loss of a single 
machine. AS a matter of fact, we could 
very easily stand an increase of seven, mak- 
ing fifty machines in all in our office, and I 
cannot impress upon you gentlemen too fully 
the necessity for giving us all we have now 
and more besides. 

“Some idea of the volume of business 
transacted by the Chicago office can be 
formed from the statement that during the 
four days around the Christmas holidays, 
two days before and two days after, there 
were 21,000,000 pieces of mail handled by the 
employés of the Chicago Postoffice. Our 
carriers and other employés every day in 
the year handle 900,000 pieces of mail, of 
which fuliy 700,000 have their origin in the 
City of Chicago. During the year just ended 
the receipts of the Chicago Postoffice from 
all sofirces aggregated five and a quarter 
million dollars, an increase of 7% per cent 
over the postal business for the calendar

WILL BREAK UP INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Secretary Francis Is Considering an 
Agreement Which Win Civilize 
the Great Indian Reservations. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Chicago 
Evening Journal.J—If Secretary Francis 
shall succeed in accomplishing the break- 
up of the Indian Territory he will have 
brought upon his six months’ administration 
of the Interior Department the congratula- 
tion of the whole Southwest. 

The Secretary is scoring great progress in 
this direction. He has the advantage of 
having tackled the problem at a most op- 
portune time, and he is making a vigorous 
effort. ; 

The Choctaws, through their Commission- 


ers, have signed an agreement. That agree- 


ment is now before Mr. Francis for exam- 
ination and approval. 

It is the entering wedge for the dissolu- 
tion of tribal relations, for allotment of the 
lands, for the establishment of town sites, 
and for the rapid transformation of the 
great reservation into a fully civilized, law- 
abiding portion of the country. 

The other tribes are almost persuaded to 
follow the Choctaws and treat with the 
Dawes commission for similar agreements. 
But, while they hesitate, a bill has been pre- 
pared. 

This bill will be presented to Congress 
with strong prospects of passage at the pres- 
ent session, short as the time is. It pro- 
poses to carry through the reforms of tribal 
dissolution, allotment of lands, and the rest 
without waiting for further agreements. It 
will recognize and respect the Choctaw con- 
tract, but it will proceed in a moré arbitrary, 
a speedier, and a less favorable way with the 
other four tribes. 

Not only is the prospect good for the 
passage of this bill before the 4th of March, 
but the President is in the mind to sign it. 
He takes the position that the Indians have 
been given every opportunity they could 
possibly ask through the Dawes commission, 
and that, as they have failed to meet the 
commission in the proper spirit, the time has 
come to act without further delay. 

Just as soon as the Choctaw agreement is 
passed upon by Secretary Francis the bill 
to open up the whole territory will be pushed 
fn Congress. The Secretary has begun the 
consideration of the Choctaw agreement. 

The greater part of the afternoon was 
taken up by Simon Sterne of New York, the 
General Counsel of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad company. Mr. Sterne served 
notice that with the extinguishing of the 
Indian title the railroad would claim its 
grant in the territory. In 1866 Congress 
voted a grant of alternate sections of land 
for ten miles on each side of the right of 
way to help build the road. 

But the grant was made conditional. It 
was not to take effect until the Indian title 
was extinguished and the land became pub- 
lic. Mr. Sterne made a long argument. 

His attention was called to the fact that, 
although the Indian title would be extin- 
guished, the land would not go to the public 
domain, but would be allotted to the In- 
dians. He said that did not make any differ- 
ence with the railroad company’s claim. The 
extinguishment of the title established the 
grant. ) . 

He I®ft the impression that he was trying t 
lay the basis for action against the United 
States. 

Some of the others present took the ground 
that the grant could not become operative 
unless the tribal title was dissolved and the 
land became part of the public domain. The 
agreement simply changes the form of Indian 
title from tribal to individual, and leaves no 
room for a claim by the railroad company. 

The consideration of the agreement will 
go on before Secretary Francis on Monday. 
It certainly looks as if the days of that great 
barrier to southwestern development, the 
Indian Territory, were numbered. 


MYSTERIOUS KILLINGS AT MILWAUKEE 


Police Searching for the Murderers, 
Who Cannot Be Located, ofa 
Man and Woman, 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 12.— [Special. The 
police are trying to solve two murder 
mysteries. Mrs. Annie Schrums, a woman 
aged 75, was murdered for her money Jan. 
11, 1894, in the old Cream City Hotel. Pesch- 
mann was convicted of the crime upon his 


sentence at Waupun. It is now claimed that 
there were two others implicated in the 
crime, and that the confesison was obtained 
from him under threats, and that those who 
were really guilty escaped.

D. Cleretin Dumas, an attorney of Mont- 
real, and a descendant of the noted officer 
of the same name who served under Mont- 
calm at Quebec, is in Chicago en route for 
Florida.

But not with recollections and reminis- 
cences of palmier days does Miss Bachman 
occupy her mind. Shd is an inyentor and 
hopes some day to be able to carry out her 
ideas, which are every one calculated either 
to Benefit the human race or to give pleasure 
to children. 

Miss Bachman received her education, 
which is a superior one, from a pupil of 
Father Pestalozzi, one of the originators of 
the kindergarten system. These principles 
of kindliness and love for her fellow-beings 
aeem to have so thoroughly permeated the 
soul of this woman that neither poverty, 
trouble, nor physical pain has driven them 
out or even weakened them. 

After teaching several years in well-known 
seminaries in the East—among them Miss 
Hoyt’s—Miss Bachman returned to England 
in 1882 to assume the duties of governess to 
the daughter of one of her former pupils. 
Here she received a fall which resulted in 
spinal trouble and converted her into a 
helpless cripple. 

But the activity of her brilliant mind 
never cedsed. Coming back to America, she 
was four and a half years an inmate of a 
home for incurables in Rhode Island. 

Here she, like Zola, reflected life as she 
found it in her own little corner, and wrote 
for the amusement of children many stories 
of a squirrel which used to sit in a tree out- 
side her window, a mouse which found its 
way into her work box, and a spider whose 
web was spun in the corner over her bed. 
Besides this, she fashioned toys out of 
orange peel and seeds, slats of baskets, or 
anything that came within reach of her nim- 
ble fingers. bd 

At the time of the World’s Fair she came 
to Chicago, hoping that some one who had 
the money she was deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of earning would take hold of some 
of her inventions and secure a patent on 
them. 

Because of her helplessness and inability 
to attend to the placing of them two of her 
models, a process showing how to teach 
harmony by means of the primary colors 
and the use of a handioom and a toy skating 
pond here the figures are moved 
by magnetism, were lost, but the 
third, a copybook for the blind, was ex- 
hibited, and received honorable mention in 
the list of awards. 

Like many another stranger who remained 
in Chicago at that time, she found herself 
penniless, and too helpless physically to take 
any stebs toward securing employment. She 
heard of Hull House, went there, and Miss 
Addams, who never turns a deaf ear to such 
calls, took in the quaint little woman and saw 
to it that she has been given shelter ever 
since. 

The Model Lodging-House is right across 
the street from Hull House. Here, amid 
these inartistic surroundings, lives a woman 
with the soul of an artist and the mind of a 
genius. One who can appreciate the beauti- 
ful and artistic, but who never has the op- 
portunity; one who could once interpret 
Schumann and Beethoven, but who hears 
nothing more musical than the notes from a 
street hand organ, denied even the means 
to procure the scientific reading which her 
inventive mind craves. . 

Despite all this the visitor who listens to 
the sweet voice of the invalid quite forgets 
to pity"¢he owner, who, instead of bemoan- 
ing her ill fortune, says with great cheerful- 
ness: I am so much better off than many 
people.“ 

Her only desire is to become self-support- 
ing, which she is sure could be accomplished 
if her inventions were patented, and though 
she will say little of this wish, the wistful- 
ness in her eyes when the subject is broached 
is eloquent.

CARTER CHILD IS HELD. 


COURT ENJOINS THE FATHER FROM 
TAKING HIM OUT OF THE STATE. 


Mrs. Leslie Carter Revives the 014 Di- 
vorce Proceedings by an Appeal 

"Against the Removal of the Son 
from a Piace Where She May Visit 
Him—Case Originally Heard in the 
Year 1889—Sceme at the Virginia 
Hotel. 


Recollections of the now almost forgotten 
Leslie Carter divorce case were revived yes- 
terday by a petition filed with Judge Bren- 
tano late in the afternoon. It was an ap- 
plication for an injunction made by Mrs. 
Carter to restrain Mr. Carter from taking 
their son, Lesile Dudley Carter, now a boy 
of. nearly 16 years, from the State, and so to 
a place where she cannot see him. 

A temporary decree was granted. This 
was on the ground that the original decree 
of divorce, granted in 1889, gave the court 
jurisdiction over the child. 

In her petition Mrs. Carter recites the cir- 
cumstances of the divorce and makes the 
admission that the decree provided she 
should not interfere with the training and 
education of her son. 

But then the boy was a mere child, only 7 
years old. Since that time he has grown 
rapidly, and yet she has seen him but a few 
times during all these years. 

It is set forth at length how the boy is ex- 
tremely fond of his mother; and the mental 
suffering she sustains when she is thus 
forcibly deprived of his society is elaborated. 
All this, it is said, seriously interferes with 
her professional duties; and, moreover, she 
believes the boy is old enough now to decide 
for himself which of his parents he will 
choose as his guardian. 5 

Since Mrs. Carter has been in the city asa 
member of The Heart of Maryland com- 
pany, now playing at the Great Northern 
Theater, the boy has visited her several 
times at the Virginia Hotel. On Monday he 
passed most of the afternoon with her, and 
on departing told her that it was his father’s 
intention to take him to New York. 

That, she avers, was the first hint she re- 
ceived that their reunion after so long a 
parting was to be so brief. It was as a re- 
sult of this information that she decided to 
ask the intervention of the court that she 
might have her son with her during her stay 
in Chicago, and, having brought the matter 
again to the attention of the court, she asked 
—_ it settle finally the question of guardian- 
ship. 

Mr. Carter had not at a late hour last even- 
ing received any information of the action 
taken against him. However, he admitted 
the truth of most of the statements made 
in the petition, and said he had intended 
to leave for New York with his son this 
morning. His object was, he admitted, to 
take the boy away from Mrs. Carter’s in- 
filhence. 

1 have never placed any impediment in 
the way of the boy’s visits to his mother, 
and, in fact, I have really encouraged him 
to go and see her, excepting only when she 
comes to Chicago with theatrical enter- 
prises. Always under these circumstances 
I have endeavored to take him away: and 
that is what I intended to do in this in- 
stance.“ 

What ie the reason for wishing to keep 


the boy from his mother when she is with a 


theatrical company? was asked. 
I don't care to say. Those are, however, 
the facts. You may make the inference.“ 

Have you given him full leave to visit her 

since her arrival in Chicago?’’ 
Tes, every opportunity; and he has called 
upon her each day since at the Virginia 
Hotel. But I am not legally compelled to 
give him this permission. The court’s de- 
cree was that Mrs. Carter was not to inter- 
fere in any way with him, and there was no 
stipulation made granting her privileges of 
seeing him.“ * 8 

What does the boy think in the matter?“ 
_ “ That is for him to say, if the court should 
wish to place him on the stand. For the pres- 
ent he is in my charge.”’ 

Mrs. Carter was seen at the close of her 
performance in her dressing-room at the 
Great Northern Theater. She said: 

am sorry this matter has to become 
public. I really wished to prevent it, but it 
seemed to me there was nothing else to do. 
Mr. Carter said he would take my boy away 
from me, and this is the first time I have 
seen him in two years. It may be a year be- 
fore I can see Him again. I could not bear 
the thought of being thus quickly separated 
from him. 

I don’t know whether I have any legal 
rights. Mr. Carter claims that he has full 
charge of the boy, but it seems to mel have 
still the rights of a mother.“

TOO MUCH POLITICS IN KANSAS. 


She Needs a Rest and More Diversified 
Industries—Sensible Comments 
of a Kansas Paper. 


* 


Wnat Kansas needs more than a constitutional 
convention, according to the editor of the Emporia 
Gazette, is less windy politics and more diversified 
industries. There is the Kansas cow, why not de- 
velop her possibilities? One town in Kansas is 
already shipping butter to London, to its own/grear 
profit. And there is no reason why scores of 
other towns should not do the same. So also of 
the Kansas hen, and the patch of ground devoted 
to garden truck. These are very humble indus- 
tries, and therefore beneath the notice of ie gy 
** statesmen,'’ whose delight is to ** resojute ”’ 
about Eastern shylocks and blood-suckers,““ 
and orate about the unearned increment.”’ 
But they are sure money makers. and if the people 
of Kansas would cease looking for short quts to 
the millennium and take hold of such indystries 
they would soon find that they themselves were 
an intregal part of the much- abused Money 
power.’”’ 1 

Commenting on the above advice f an 
Eastern journal the Emporia Gazette gets 
off the following observations: 


And right here is the point: There , too 
much politics in Kansas, and there always 
has been. Atthevery beginning of the State 
the people were taught that something for 
their material benefit could be accompljshed 
by legislation. They have been eternally 
looking out for some_party to do something; 
and they have not been doing enough for 
themselves. The best law that the Pophlists 
could pass is one that would make talking 
politics in Kansas punishable by death in 
boiling oil. ) 

And, what is more, the law gould be é¢asily 
enforced. The people out here are deaf sick 
and tired of politics. Here and ther you 
find a smart-aleck free silver paper—that is 
hollering in the woods to find itself—talking 
politics, but the people don't join it.) The 
people are talking business. All over the 
State you see papers filled with items about 
possible industries that are projecting. 

The other evening in Emporia rowd of 
eight or ten business and professional men 
happened to meet in a down-town office, and 
during the two hours that they sat there 
not one word was said of silver, gold, capper, 
brass, or pewter. Politics was not In it. 
The men talked of getting men of small 
means to come here and establish industries 
on a small scale, with the hope of building 
them up. The talk drifted naturally to rail- 
road rates, and even the Populists present 
forgot to abuse the railroads. | 

Politics and madness seemed to reach a 
climax last fall. From now on it will go 
down like a spent ball. Kansas has devel- 
oped rapidly on other people's money. And 
the first generation that came here could get 
rich by making out deeds. The soil was 
tickled, but mot probed. There was more 
speculation in real estate than there was 
actual development of industries. We haven't 
yet taken an inventory of our industrial 
stock on hand. After breaking up in the 
speculation business, we talked politics, and 
are in the hands of a receiverin that depart- 
ment. 

Now we must get down to business. When 
we were speculating in land and steers here 
in Lyon County ten years ago a farmer on 
the Graffenstein ranch, who went 300 feet 
for water, found about 290 feet below ground 
a forty-inch vein of high grade coal. Every 
one knew aboutit at the time. But we were 
making too much money swapping steers 
In 
the same way natural gas was located and 
neglected: and oil found in the slough water 
was forgotten. 

These things are traditions of the county. 
There are tPaditions here about the presence 
of potters’ clay, ochre, and lead. But they 
have been told and passed over. 

As it is with Kansas, so it was with Illinois, 
Indiana, and Iowa. The first generation 
speculated. The second generation found 
the way to wealth through the establishment 
of industries. That is happening to Kansas. 
The generation now on earth will save Kan- 
sas: it will bring the State out of the em- 
barrassment that speculation and politicai 
paresis have brought her. Coal, gas, oil, and 
minerals have been found in Illinois, Indi- 
ana, and Ohio, where the first generation 
did not dream they existed. Industry and 
the necessity of getting something beneath 
the surface will bring Kansas out of the 
kinks and make her a great State in the next 
ten years. Kansas will get in line with the 
world. The mine, the hen, the cow, the gar- 
den patch, the orchard, the little factory, the 
small farm, and the dinner bucket will do 
more for Kansas than all the statesmen. 

In the meantime, the thing to do is tostop 
once for all talking politics. 


No ticket has been put in the field for the officers 
of the Underwriters’ Association, the annua! mect- 
ing of which will be held today. It is probable 
the old officer# will be reé@lected, although it is 
understood a Nominating committee may be se- 
lected and the election postponed until some day 
later in the week. In this event the meeting today 
will be devoted to the consideration of various 
matters involving tnsurance in the city and cer- 
tain changes in the by-laws which have been pro- 
posed. 

With the exception of the trouble early in the 
year which resulted in the expulsion of two mein- 
bers of the association, who were afterwards ac- 
quitted of any misdemeanor and reinstated, little 
happened last year to annoy the officers of the 
board. It is true, there have been general charges 
that members have not lived up to their agree- 
ment, but these have not been specific enough to 
warrant any attention on the part of the board. 
The most serious difficulty which confronted the 
officials was the proposed increase in all rates of 5 
per cent to meet the requirements of the 2 per cent 
tax law, but this matter was amicably adjusted 
as the result of the efforts of a special committee 
appointed by President Teall. It is not thought 
there will be any material change in rates asa 
result of today’s meeting.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


THROUGH SHIPMENTS OF FLOUR, 
GRAIN, AND PROVISIONS FOR 1896, 


Statement Issued by the Chairman of 
the Chicago Freight Committee 
Shows an Increase of 305,228 Tons 
Over the Total for the Preceding 
Year—Gain All Made During the 
First Six Months—Percentages Car- 
ried by Various Roads. 


Through shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago to Eastern seaboard 
‘oints by the ten east-bound roads for the 
year 1896 were considerably larger than was 
generally expected. A statement just issued 
by Chairman Waffindin of the Chicago 
Freight committee shows an increase in the 
shipments of these articles of 305,228 tons 
over the total through shipments during the 
year 1895. 

The increase was all made during the first 
six months of this year, when the railroads 
did well. Since then shipments have been 
gradually growing lighter and they are now 
far below those made at this time last year. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago to Eastern sea- 
board points by all the railroad lines amount- 
ed to 2,788,723 tens in 1896, against 2,483,495 
tons in 1895. Flour shipments in 1896 were 
354,630 tons, against 828,530 tons in 1895; 
grain, 1,863,443 tons, against 1,540,171 tons; 
provisions, 570,650 tons, against 614,794 tons.

COMPETE AGAINST TRUNK LINE POOL 


New Lake and Canal Line to Give 
Western Shippers an Outlet to 
the Seaboard.

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 12.— Charles A. 
Pillsbury, one of the directors in the Con- 
solidated Canal and Lake company, formed 
by Erastus Wiman and other New York 
and Western capitalists to divert flour, 
grain, and other shipments to the water 
routes, in an interview today explained the 
company’s plans as affecting the North- 
west. He declared that the Trunk Line 
Commission, had given the business inter- 
ests of the Northwest.a demonstration of 
its power over rates, even in the West be- 
yond its own immediate territory that was 
minatory. The new company was intended 
to free these business interests forever from 
the danger of being throttled by the trunk 
line pool. The millers and jobbers of the 
Northwest have formed a pool of their ship- 
ping interests and intend to take advantage 
of the deepening of the Erie Canal and the 
water routes on the great lakes to keep 
rates within bounds. Said Mr. Fillsbury: 
One of the great difficultics has been that 
the railroads had control of the terminals 
in Buffalo and New York, but we took the 
matter up with Mr. Wiman and the capi- 
talists he represented, and the result is we 
have made a contract for a large portion 
of our flour to be shipped via the Erie Canal 
and ignore the railroads entirely, and, fur- 
thermore, the jobbers of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul will join us and load the boats com- 
ing back. The next step of the Trunk Line 
Commission will doubtless be to do up the 
Canadian roads, so that our products can- 
not go through in bond, as now. This would 
be a great hardship. But the Lord is on 
our side, and with the deepening of the 
Erie Canal we can snap our fingers at the 
railroads. A few of the new boats will be 
built next spring, but as the deepening will 
not be completed till the year after, we ex- 
pect to do little in 1897 but find the weak 
spots in the scheme, if there are any, and 
strengthen them,” 


PRYING TO ADJUST LUMBER RATES. 


Western General Freight Agents Con- 
sider Wisconsin Tariffs in an 
Effort for Higher Figures. 


Lumber rates from Wisconsin points are 
being considered by a meeting of Western 
General Freight Agents, which convened at 
The Rookery yesterday. There has been 
much trouble regarding these rates evér 
since the Inter-State Commerce Comniis- 
sion made a ruling that what were known 
as the .Bogue differentials were discrimi- 
nating as between certain points on the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road, and ordered 
the equalization of rates.

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NOW ORDER THEIR TRAINMEN TO SHOOT. 


Express and Railroad Managers Pat 
in Effect a Stiff Policy Against 
Hobbes. 


Express and railroad managers have sent 
to messengers and train guards a letter 
which, if the offers made are carried into 
effect, may cause train robbers to hesitate 
before they determine to hold up a train. 
These letters instruct the men to shoot to kill 
in each and every case where robbery is 
clearly the intent of any one who interferes 
with the running of a train and a cash re- 
ward of $500 is held out for each robber shot 
but not killed and Sr. 000 for a Jesse James 
emulator who is made to bite the dust. 

A general changing of shooting irons has 
been going on for some time. The most im- 
proved pattern of repeating rifles and riot 
guns have taken the place of arms of. less 
deadly and rapid execution. 

Another step is in the general use of 
monster safes weighing two to three tons 
which have been placed on all the trunk ex- 
press lines. Cars are also being built with 
an eye to more resistance against the on- 
slaught of train robbers. Floors and sides 
are reinforced with iron plates and doors 
made heavier with stronger fastenings. The 
gang that successfully holds upa train during 
the present year must risk considerably more 
than heretofore.
